Some of us wonder why there 
has to be ai,other War Chest, 
now the war is over. It really 
should have been called the Vic¬ 
tory Chest this time—this last 
time—because the war will not 
have been won if now we do not 
make the victory sure. Though 
the boys are coming home, many 
hundreds of thousands will not be 
home for a long time. Some will 
be in armies of occupation and | 
some in hospitals, not well enough j 
to be moved. And you need only 
count the Army and Navy hos¬ 
pitals in Southern California to 
realize how many of those who 
come home will need entertain¬ 
ment and the many helpful ser¬ 
vices the War Chest provides for 
them. 

This last War Chest, or Victory 
Chest, Is planned to provide for 
such needs for 15 months instead 
of for one year, as formerly, be¬ 
cause It is believed that within 
15 months all of our boys will be 
at home. Tliat gives us some¬ 
thing else for which to be thank¬ 
ful. 

This year none of our War 
Chest money will go to Russian 
or British War Relief, those coun¬ 
tries having signified their ability 
to care for themselves. Some will 
go to other liberated countries, 
including the Philippines this year, 
and to making things pleasanter 
for our own boys, largely those in 
hospitals. 

Incidentally, organized labor has 
sort of issu^ a challenge to the 
rest of us. That 1st year, the 
country over, Labor was more 
generous In such contributions 
than management was. That is, 
the CIO and the AFL voted to 
give one full day’s pay to the 
War Chest, or one-fifth the earn¬ 
ings of a 40-hour week. If all 
of us In Sierra Madre will come 
i up to that standard we will go 
1 over the tot, a1i’*i1ghl.

The first issue of four 4- 
column pages 14 Inches long, 
was published by R. T. Cowles 
in little Sierra Madre on Octo¬ 
ber 11. 1906. 

"We intend to make it such 
a paper that every resident of 
Sierra Madre will feel that It 
cannot be done without,” an¬ 
nounced the publisher in the 
initial number. 

In 1907 C. W. Hill became 
the editor and owner, to be 
followed in 1908 by George B. 
Morgrldge who was the sole 
owner and editor until 1921 
and editor and a part owner 
until 1929. 

In 1918-19 and ’20 the paper 
owned by Morgrldge, was under 
lea.se to .1. F. Whiting and Leo 
E. Sharp, Mr. Morgridge again 
taking up the task as editor in 
1921. In 1926 Joe R. Eastwood 
bought a half interest in the 
publication and as.sociated him¬ 
self with Mr. Morgrldge. 

In 1929 Joseph T. Asbury 
bought the remaining half In¬ 
terest of Mr. Morgrldge and 
associated himself with Mr. 
Eastwood. 

Larry A. Goshom purchased 
the business In March 1930, 
when Mr. Eastwood bought the 
Eagle Rock Sentinel and Mr. 
Asbury went to Richfield, Utah, 
and conducted It until Septem¬ 
ber 1. 1944, when It was pur¬ 
chased by the present owners. 


RIed Now with County

would call well-ballasted. But 
these French waiters were like 
those specially trained stage acro¬ 
bats who keep a plate spinning 
on the end of a wand—and they 
popped corks and poured red wine 
without spilling a drop! 

We reached Dijon at three in 
the afternoon, and as soon as I 
was settled in my hotel room and 
freshened up a hit, I sauntered 
out to see the town. It was even 
better than I had imagind. Where¬ 
as at Nimes thers had been much 
to remind one of Roman occupa¬ 
tion, here one came at once in 
contact with the Middle Ages—- 
that period of several centuries 
when the Catholic Church, through 
Its hierarchy, common fraternity, 
monastic orders, a dogma, and the 
sacraments—all based upon a 
common faith and a universal 
language—wrought the only Inter¬ 
national state which EJurope has 
so far been able to achieve. 

The older section of Dijon, oth¬ 
erwise a busy modem city, retains 
the medieval aspect in the struc¬ 
ture of its dwellings, its palaces, 
and its numerous churches. The 
stone houses have high-pitched, 
sloping roofs of slate, painted in 
greens, yellows, reds, and blues, 
with three and four ascending 
tiers of windows in the roof itself. 
Almost without moving from one 
spot, the observer can see parts 
of five massive churches. St. 
Etienne, the youngest of them— 
finished in the 1600’s—is now 
used as the city’s exchange. There 
are also St. Jean’s of the 1400’s; 
St. Michel’s, a curious architec¬ 
tural mixture of the 1400’s and 
the Renaissance, its west facade 
containing columns of all four 
orders: Notro-Dame, with its 

solid Burgundian Gothic exterior 
of the 1200’s-1300’s and its three 
arched portal openings, surmount¬ 
ed by two rows of open arches, 
one above the other, on slender 
columns, with a clock turret near 
the portal in which the hours are 
struck bv two medieval figures. 
And finally there is the noble and 
impressive cathedral of St. Be- 
nigne of the 1200’s, with its two 
towers and slender spire between, 
its fine, spacious interior of three 
naves in which are distinguished 
pieces of statuary and the burial 
vaults of Burgundian nobles of 
the long age.

This up-' 
lifted state of consciousness is 
attained either by spiritual inspi¬ 
ration or by right reasoning and 
argument. This is denying the be¬ 
liefs of the material senses, such 
as fear, sin, sickness, symptoms, 
suffering, and death, and affirm¬ 
ing the truths of sniritual sense. 

Th^ Christ-Power 

What is the point of contact be¬ 
tween God and our daily needs? 
To light a city requires not only 
the powerhouse but the means of 
transmission as well. The old 
prophets looked for the manifes¬ 
tation of God’s power which would 
bring healing to the world. Isaiah 
referred to it as “light”: "The 
people that walked in darkness 
have seen a great light” . . . upon 
them hath the light shined.” This 
light of understanding, this mani¬ 
festation of divine power, came 
to be known in the following cen¬ 
turies as the Messiah or Christ 
the spiritual idea of God, which 
Jesus demonstrated so effectively. 

In order that the Christ may 
come to us. abide with us. and be 
available for our every need, we 
must be receptive to it. A closed 
door bars a welcome guest. The 
ever-present Christ will come to 
our understanding only as we are 
pure, patient, loving, and meek. 
It is elusive to the hard of heart; 
it enters at the door of those who 
are Go«J-reliant. tender, and trust¬ 
ing. Selfishness, self-satisfaction, 
self-will, and sin close the door 
of receptivity: while humility, 
honesty, purity, faith, and under¬ 
standing open it wide to the 
Christly visitant and it abides 
with us. If healing Is delayed, it 
would be well to discover what 
bars our mental door against that 
which comes to bless and heal 
everyone, everywhere, every mo¬ 
ment. 

Lox'e Is Needed 

The most urgent need in the 
world is for a demonstrable under¬ 
standing of Love. Love is the ce¬ 
ment of the home and society, the 
bond of union in the world. Ha¬ 
tred. warfare, murder, death are 
its antithesis; harmony, activity, 
life are its essence. Love is the 
one thing with which we can do 
all things, the one thing we can¬ 
not do without. 

Love is the vital part of Chris¬ 
tian Science, its life-giving, life- 
sustaining element.

lor every nousehold to save more 
surplus cooking fats, and there 
is serious need for continued sal¬ 
vage. 

Sierra Madre housewives turned 
in 807 pounds or 130 per cent of 
quota, the WPB report showed, 
last month. 

The shortage of fats and oils 
will not be relieved by improve¬ 
ment in the meat supply—unless 
it is through improved collections 
from American homes. Shipments, 
of oils from occupied territories 
in the Pacific have not yet result¬ 
ed in any increased supply and 
may not for a good many months 
to come. ’That puts it squarely 
up to every housewife to keep on 
saving grease. The alternative 
may be still higher red points on 
fats and cooking oils, and a short¬ 
age of many industrial items for 
which fats are needed in the re¬ 
conversion period.
